ed in and dug up by hand. In 1902, Port 


Monkman raised the first crop of grain 
at Lake Saskatoon, with another crop 
in 1903. Macoun, the well-known gov- 
ernment agricultural expert, who was 
making an investigation of the Peace 
country at that time. said that there 
too many frosts in this country to 
make a good farming country. Yet 
Monkman couldn't see a man sitting 
on the mower, or the horses’ heads, 
when the second crop was cut. 
Pass Is Found 

Tt was in 1923 that Monkman found 
the pass. He only got a crop of 63 
bushels on 60 acres and decided to go 
trapping to make a grub stake. Along 
with Wm. Calihoo, another ‘well- 
known old-timer, he set off westward 
into a new country, where there were 
not more trappers than there were 
animals to trap, and they found the 
new pass on the southwest fork of the 
South Pine. 

The old pioneer realized the import- 
ance of his discovery right away and 
told government officials at the first 
opportunity. Investigations by engi- 
| neers have shown that it ts the easiest 
gradient in the Rockies.

OTTAWA, Ont., Oct. 11.—Shipping 
of bananas direct from the British 
West Indies instead of through the 
United States has been largely respon- 
sible for reducing the wholesale price 
of this fruit in Canada by close to 42 
per cent during the past twelve 
months, according to government re- 


In the one-year period ended Au- 
gust. 1929, imports of bananas totejied 
3,774,845 bunches of which 56.4 per 
cent came from the United States and 
the remainder from the British West 
Indies. 

In the past twelve months this sit- 
uation has been reversed with 681.2 
per cent coming from the British West 
Indies. The reduction im price, how- 
ever, is contrary to the genera] trend

equilibrium which would permit the 
body to float. A drowned person, be- 


cause of the volume of water taken in- 
ternally, usually sinks and does not 
come to the surface un il gases have 
been formed sufficiently to offset this 
lower the specific gravity 
At such time it rises to the surface, 
unless enmeshed at the botom. Vi- 
bration, such as dynamiting or firing 
& cannon, will very often be sufficient 
to release the body.

Cats Infest City 


HAT-HO, I’m forgetting that we're doin 
a walk from Tepe-Basi to the Tokatliar 
viong the Grand Rue De Para.

Moslems have a conscientious scruple abou 
killing cats and dogs. it’s not exactly agains 
their religion, but they consider it brings bad 
luck. When they decided to get rid of the dogs 
they didn’t slaughter them. They just loade 
them on ships, dumped them, on a little islan: 
in the Sea of Marmora und let them starve t 
death. That was all right) No bad .luck ir 
letting a dog starve. Pretty soon they'll hav 
to do the same with the cats. Nobody own 
those eleven animals you see. There are thous 
ands more just like them? They're just strays 
They live off the garbage heaps. At night 
when you walk through a dark alley, they spt 
at you, 

I used to like cats. Since caging here I'v 
lost all respect for the brutes. They how! 
frightfully after the hghts go out. Until you 
get used to the noise it’s almost impossible t 
sleep. The dogs are becoming a nuisance agar 
now, too. 

Listen to the din when we go by that gang 
of bootblacks sitting along the curb ahead of 
us. Funny, what? That's the way they hust! 
business. The fellow who knocks his brush 
against his blacking box the loudest usually 
gets the customer—at any rate, that seems to 
be the psychology of their method. There’ are 
myriads of bootblacks all over the city. The 
streets are so rough and dusty, and glistening 
shoes are so much the accepted thing, that they 
make a pretty fair sort of a living. 

You have to stand up while they're doing 
their work, but they give you just as good a 
shine as you ean get in the shoe-shine parlors. 
The charge is five piastres, or two and a half 
cents, but if you insist they'll often do it for 
less. There's an enterprising lad in the centre. 
He’s made a stool out of a couple of pieces of 
board for his customers to sit on. He'll own a

Hamals Like Hercules 


OOK out for hamal, No, not eamel, ham 

The little runt of a fellow staggering dow: 
the street with the big wardrobe trunk on hi: 
back. Amazing, that he can earry such a 
weight! It certainly is. I don’t know how they 
do it. He's probably going to lug that trum 
all the way down to the water front. That's a 
distance of about a mile and a half. He'll get 
paid one Turkish lira for it—fifty cents in ou 
money. He'd ask the same amount if he wa 
taking it only ‘one block. When they have ¢ 
carry something @ short distance, that’s you 
hard luck. When the destination is a mile o 
more away, it’s their hard luck. One lira per 
piece is the standard charge for transporting 
baggage or anything else “a Ja baci:”. 

There are thousands of hamals in Con 
stantinople. They'll carry anything anywhere, 
any time. The weight and bulk that they car 
transport on chose little padded back-saddl« 
is really astonishing. Freight that in our 
country we would have to order a motor truck 
with two men to get shifted, is handled over 
here by one small man with nothing but thx 
muscles of his back and the sinews of his leg: 
and arms. 

That fellow with the stick over his shoulde: 
from which two round, shallow pans are dang! 
ing, is a purveyor of one of the most popular 
delicacies of Turkey. It’s called youourt, It 
looks like sour cream and tastes a lot like our 
curds, but is really different from both. It i 
made from a base of milk, treated with some 
special bacteria which solidifies it to about the 
consistency of custard pudding. Those pans, 
which are about 18 inches across and five inche 
| deep, hold about twenty Pounds each. 

The purveyor weighs it out on the set « 
balance scales which he carries in one hand 
You have to supply the plate. It is eaten as « 
dessert with sugar, but the Turks often dow: 
it as it is and make it the main e-urse of the:
